The Youth is Now in the Bole of 
a Forger. 


ST, LOUIS, June 15.—Orth Stein, a 
Globe-Democrai 
reporter, disappeared 
last Friday without giving his friends 
due notice, and it now appears that he 
left a lot of bogus checks behind to pay 
his délits with. 
He came here during 
the strike and at once t«>ok a leading po- 
sition among the reportorial workers. 
He had a woman with him whom he in- 
troduced as his wife, and with whom he 
lived in a fashionable boarding house in 
the west end. 
When the time for pay- 
ing his board came he paid it with a 
oheek on H. M. Hoxie, general manager 
of the Oould railroads, representing that 
Mr. Hoxie owed him $300 for making 
his strike reports favorable to the rail- 
roads. 
He also raised $50 on a forged 
draft on a New York bank, which he 
said was a payment for work done for a 
press bureau, and paid a bill at the La- 
clede hotel with a worthless check for 
$50. This is the same Stein who shot 
and killed a man at Kansas City when he 
was city editor of the Séar, and who has 
also made unenviable reputations 
in 
Chicago and Lafayette, Lid., where he 
ran an illustrated paper called the Comet 
and who robbed his mother of nearly 
$5,000.

UNGRATEFUL GIRLS. 


They Murder For Money People 
Who Reared Them. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—Details of an 
alniost unprecedented attempt at double 
murder by two young girls, the oldest 
only eighteen, the second hardly in her 
teens, has been received from Freder- 
icksburg. 
The victims were Mr. W. E. 
S. Waller, an old gentleman 65 years of 
age, and his sister. Miss Jane 
Waller. 
Mary and Jennie Green, sisters, were the 
assailants. 


The Wallers lived on a farm twenty- 
five miles from Frederickburg, near New 
Market, somewhat remote from neigh- 
bors. The two Green girls had been 
reared by the Waller fStaiily. Last Fri- 
day Mr. Waller received quite a sum of 
money, which he kept in his room and 
the girls were aware of the fact. About 
11 o'clock that night, they beat both of 
the old people with clubs, until they 
supposed they were dead. 
Then they 
secured about $350 in money and fled. 
Waller was restored to consciousness and 
though in a very precarious condition, 
he was able to discribe the occurrence. 
Mrs. Waller cannot recover.

The Town and Half of Its People 
Burned Up. 


NBW WBSTTMINISTEB, B. C., June 15.— 
The city of Vancouver, situated at the 
Pacific end of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, is in ashes. 
Not a half-dozen 
houses remain out of 500, and the worst 
of all there is a large loss of life. 
Ten 
bodies have been recovered. 
A number 
of persons are missing, and are supposed 
to have perished. 
One short hour did 
the whole work. 


Hundreds of people are camped out. 
There are meagre facilities for the relief 
of the sufferers. One man was found in 
a well, where he had lowered himself 
to escape the flames. Few of the peo- 
ple have no more than the clothes upon 
them. 
Most of the burned frame build- 
ngs will be replaced with brick struc- 
tures.

WASHINGTON^ June 13.—The White H o ^ 
seems to Üt Mrs. Cleveland aa though it was 
made for her. 
She is lifeed by thè servants, 
is toadied by Washington society, and hei» 
little ears hear nothing but praises. 
She 
and the présidât are very Ipvmg, and their 
honeymoon is passing without a cloud, as 
far as can be seen. In tbe matrimonial aky. 
She is greatly interest¡ed in the country 
home, and she finds the White House not 
nnpleasant. 
The quarters of the president's 
wife are far different from those of the pres- 
ident. 
The public knows all about the 
latter. 
Jt 
knows very little 
about tho 
former. Mrs. Cleveland is now thé head of tho 
White House, and she has the entire control of 
its arrangement. 
President Cleveland was 
never a man of much domestic taste. 
He 
has not been in the basement of the White 
House more than once since the day of his 
inauguration, and he never goes down to 
the kitchen as President Arthur did, to have 
a word with the cook, or to direct the get- 
ting up of his dinners. 
President Cleveland 
has confined himself strictly to his office and 
his bedroom, and he has spent no more time 
in the other apartments than thousch the 
White House was a great hotel, and he was 
livinar in it 


The White House is, after all, much like a 
hoteL 
The president's family 
have only 
about one-third of it as their private quar- 
ters, and the public trot around through the 
remaining two-thirds at wilL 
Thé house 
has cost about $3,000,000 and it is a big, old- 
fashioned structure with lots of waste room. 
The ceilings of the ground floor are thirty-two 
feet high, and the front vestibule and hall with 
its glass wall and marble floor is as cold as a 
barn and about as dreary. 
A half dozen 
messcnqrers are always present in it, and it 
looks more like an entrance to an art gallery 
than to the private quarters of the ruler of a 
great republic. 
The East room would make 
a very nice ball room but it is of no earthly 
good except for grand receptions, and on« 
might as well try to make a living room of a 
two acre field as of it. Besides it is thrown 
open to visitors until 2 o'clock every day. 
Its chairs always stand back against the 
wall as though they were chained tiiere, and 
the big chandeliers which light it, though 
they cost $0.000 apiece, look like icicles with 
their hundreds prismatic, crystal pendants, 
and freeze tho life out of any two, three, or 
half dozen people assembled below them. 
The Blue room, the Green room and the Red 
room are nice enough, but they lack the home 
touches of bits of bric-a-brac, tidies and the 
thousand and one little nothings which make 
up home comforts. 
They are pretty enough 
and grand enough, but one feels as though he 
ought to see that h s hair was kept straight 
while he sits in them, and it is hard to, feel 
comfortable amid such surroundings. 
The 
result is that these rooms have never been 
home like ones, and the real home of the 
president is confined to the second story. 


The east side of the second story of the 
White House is made up of offices. 
Presi- 
dent Cleveland holds his cabinet meetings 
where Abe Lincoln used to sleep during war 
times, and he has for his private office, where 
he receives his business callers, 
the ovai 
library which Fillmore's wife arranged and 
which formed the reception room, 1 think, 
of Abigail Adams. 
The White House had 
not been half finished when John Adams 
came into it, and his wife did most of her 
entertaining on the second floor. The East 
room was a great, bare, uncarpeted place, 
and Mj'Sw Cleveland was very much anaiised 
t he other day when one of the attaches of the 
White House told her that it was here that 
Mrs. Adams hung out her clothes on rainy 
wash days. 


Col. Lamont has one of the biggest rooms 
in the White House. 
It is jüst over the East 
room, and is i he one in which Abraham 
Lincoln used to receive his callers during the 
war. 
There are four other rooms beside 
these in this part of the White House which 
are used for offices. One of these is devoted 
to the bookkeeping of the presidential man- 
sion; another has a telegraph operator, a 
type wi'iter and files of the leading news- 
papers of the country, and a third is a big 
waiting room, where callers are sometimes 
shown who wish to see the president. 
All 
these rooms are shut off from Mrs. Cleve- 
land. 
She could come into them if she 
wished, but she does not do so. • She has 
been several times into the president's private 
office, fingering over the books in the library, 
and takmg, now an i then, one to her own 
room in another part of the house, but even 
these visits have been made when the presi- 
dent was alone. 


If you could take a mammoth knife and 
cut th.j White House as you would a big 
cheese, you could, by drawing the blade 
across it from north to south at the end of 
the library, cut off Mrs. Cleveland's part 
of the White House from that of the presi- 
dent. 
She has five bed rooms, and they are 
all large and airy. 
Just off from the library 
there is a cozy room which used to be known 
as the pirls' room, and it was in this that 
Nellie Grant lived, and "Nellie Arthur occu- 
pied it during the last presidential term. 


The president's bridal chamber is the state 
bedroom, and 1 can tell you it looks different 
now to what it did when Mrs. Cleveland first 
came into it. 
There are more home touches, 
and the dressing table always has its flowers. 
When President Arthur was here he had his 
wife's picture, which hung on one of these 
walls, wreathed with roses every morning. 
Now the roses are everywhere about the room 
and the gardener has done his best to make it 
look beautiful. 
There is a wide lounge, or 
divan, at one side of the room, and the bed 
is of rosewood with a great canopy of silk 
brocade in gold and silver above it 
A rich 
Turkish carpet covers the floor and there are 
a number of easy chairs scattered about the 
room. 
Great chunks of wood lie upon the 
highly polished 
brass andirons, and 
the 
mantel is covered with a heavy velvet cloth 
of a so;t, dark rèd. 
There is a tidy on one 
of the arm chairs bearing the incription in 
red, white and blue silk: 


"God bless our country and our presi- 
d e n t " 


I wonder if Mra Cleveland made it and 
whether, if she did not, she is jealous of the 
woman who did. 
Everything matches here 
in this room, but the toilet table looks far 
different now from what it did six weeks ago. ; 


It was in this room that the Prince of 
Wales slept when he visited this country, 
and if Victoria dies soon enough the bridal 
chamber of President Cleveland will have 
been the only guest chamber in the United 
States that has slept ft king. ' 


Miss Clevelaiid's.old room looks out upon 
the Potomac, ahd it may be that this will 
in time become the president's chamber. 
It 
is one of the most beautiful rooms in the 
house, and its furniture is mode in imitation 
of bamboo with joints corresponding 
to 
those of a fishing rod. 
The chief objection 
to this room is the fact:that Garfleld lay 
here while he was sick, and oné might fear' 
that his ghost would visit its future occu- 
pants.

in this very often in 
preference to the public stairway. 


The kitchen of the White House is sit- 
uated on the north sid& 
It ha« rooms big 
enough for a parlor, and its ranges are large 
enough to roast an ox whole. 
There Is a big 
pastry table in the cook room which would 
do for the counter of an auction house, and 
the cooking utensils are of copper; and as 
they hang on the white walls they shine so tliat 
you can see your face looking out of, them. 
Hickory firewood is used in the grates of the 
White House, and great piles of it are 
stacked un in the halls at the basement 
I t 
is very clean throughout this lower part of 
the White House. 
Everything is scoured 
and scrubbed as though the place was pre- 
sided over by a Dutch housewife; and as you 
look at the floors and tables you might im- 
agine yourself 
to 
be in Holland. 
The 
stonework was whitewashed some tin[ie ago, 
and the whole, with its heavy columns and 
its massive walls several feet thick, miake 
one think of the lower part of the Capitol 
building, a mile away on the hill. 


There is a steam engine in this White 
House basement, and Mrs. Cleveland was in- 
terested when she was told that here, in this 
engine room, was the kitchen of Andrew 
Jackson. 
She looked at the twelve-foot fire- 
place, which still stands in it with its crane 
of iron, and she noted the mouth of the 
Dutch oven, in which the baking of 
the 
White Hous^ was then done. 


The laundry of the White House is In the 
front part of the basement, and as you walk 
up to call upon the president, through the win- 
dows that open upwards you can, if you will 
glance down, see colored girls with caps on 
their heads ironing numerous garments, the 
names of which I would not like to mention 
hera The steward has an office down here, and 
so has the gardener, and there are some deep- 
ing rooms for the servants, but the most of 
these board out of the house. 
There is a 
dumb waiter leading from the kitchen to the 
second floor. 


The family now take their meals in the 
private dining room, and the colored waiters 
wear swallow tail coats and white vests and 
black trousers when they wait upon them. 
Flowers are always upon the table, and when 
Mrs. Cleveland has any guests the gardener 
of the White House sees that flowers are put 
in their chambers every day. 


Mrs. Cleveland is fond of flowers, and she 
spends some time in the conservatory daily. 
The floweré used at the wedding, if they had 
been, bought outside of the White House, 
woiild have cost several thousand dollars, 
and $50 worth of flowers are used at the 
White House daily. 
In these conservatories 
of the White House there are about $100,000 
worth of flowers, and some of the plants are 
so rare and valuable as to be worth $1,000 
apiece. 
Miss Cleveland's favorite 
flower 
was the rose. 
Mrs. Hayes adored the moss 
geranium. 
Mrs. C^arfleld went wild about 
orchids, and President Arthur did not con- 
sider himself dressed until he had a red rose 
in his buttonhole. I am told that Mra Cleve- 
land is fond of all kinds of flowers, but that the 
president had never worn • buttonhole bou- 
quets. 
It may be that his record in thé 
future will be the same as that of Ben Butler, 
who paid no attention to flowers until his 
wife, after their marriage, pinned one every 
day upon his coat and now you never see 
old Ben without them. 


Mrs. Cleyeland is the first lady of the land. 
This vexed question of Washington society 
is at last settled. 
For the past five years we 
have been torn up here at Washington as to 
who was our social head. 
The wives of our 
supreme judges, of our cabinet ministers, of 
our speakers and of our presidents pro tem. 
have been bobbing their heads violently in 
claiming the right to the position. 
Even 
Mrs. McElroy and Miss Cleveland had, in 
the minds of some, a questionable title, and 
Mrs. Carlisle and 
Sherman were thought 
by some to outrank them. 


Mrs. Frank Cleveland is, beyond doubt, 
our social queen, and a new regime may com- 
mence with her reign. 
She will sit at the 
head of the president's dinner table, and Mrs, 
Whitney, the Bayards and the Endicotts 
will shine from now on only by her reflected 
light 
Mrs, Whitney may continue to give 
dinners and lunches at the rate of $'¿,500 or 
more apiece, and she will still be popular, 
but she will be nothing in comparison with 
the lady of the White House. 


Mrs. Cleveland's duties though they are 
pleasant are not the easiest ones. 
She has 
to act so as to keep the president and herself 
popular in society. 
She must prevent her- 
self from being used by any clique, and she 
will have to guard carefully that the politi- 
cians do not work upon the president through 
her by thf! medium of their wives. 
She will 
have to hold receptions, and at these her 
arm will grow tired, and she will feel ready 
to sink through the floor before the ha&d 
shaking ends. 
At Miss Cleveland's last re- 
ception nearly 4,000 people shook hands with 
her, and her right arm was kepi; in contin- 
uous motion for nearly four hours in suc- 
cession. 
Wh m the president gives a recep- 
tion Mrs. Cleveland will stand by his side 
and have her hand squeezed by all who go 
by. 
Some strong men will press it so hard 
as to almost bring tears to her eyes, but she 
must smile, think it nice and mako a pleas- 
ant remark as they go onward. She will flnd 
some pleasant things at the state receptions, 
and though she will hear more of praise than 
of anything else, there will now and then be 
a snake under the rose, and the poison of 
envy will cause her uneasiness. 
She will be 
flattered 
by many, and she will meet the 
greatest and the best people of the country. 
At state dinners she wiU sit opposite the 
president in the great state dining room as 
our republican queen, but the terrapin will 
stick in her throat as she sees the backwoods 
congressman, in his long frock coat and 
flashy necktie, trying to convey bits of the 
stew to his mouth with his knife, and it will 
be hard for her to keep her face straight if 
he drinks the thin lemonade out of the finger 
bowl. 
Vexed question of social policy will 
be presented to her for settlement, and all 
the cranks of the country will vrrite hof let- 
ters. 
The women suffragists will ask her 
to preside at their conventions, and the 
policy of using wine at state dinners will 
come to hér. 
She will flnd Uiat her slightest 
utterances by letter or by word of mouth 
are reported in the newspapers, and she will 
have to watch her tongue and her pen con- 
tinuously. 
A false and fickle crowd will 
surround her, with here and there a true 
friend. 
But the hardness of her work will 
not begin before the next congressional sea- 
son., and by that time she will be ao co^hed 
by Miss Cleveland and her friends as to be 
ready for it 
It seems to me that she is go&ng 
to make a great success ma the lady of the 
White House, and, if she does, there wiU be 
no one mor« ready to say so than

WASHINGTON, Juno 13.—The Whito Houso 


teems to fit Mrs Cleveland as though it was 
made for hor. Sho is liked by the bor'vants, 
is toadied by Washington society, and her 
little ears hear nothing, but .praises. 
SUo 


and tho president are very loving, and tlieir 
honeymoon is 'passing without a cloud, 03 
far as cnn be seen, in the matrimonial sky.' 
Sho Is greatly interested ia the. country 
iiomo, and sho find-; the Whito House not 
unpleasant. Tlio quarters of the president's 
wife are far different from those of the pres- 
ident 
The public knows all about the 


latter. 
H knows very Httlo . about tho 


former. Mrs. Cleveland is now the bend of tho 
White House, and sho lias tho entire control of 
its arrangement. President Cleveland was 
never a man ot much domestic taste. Ho 
hns not beau iu tha basement of the Wliito 
Houso more than onco since tho day of his 
inauguration, mid he never goes doxvn to 
tho kitchen as President Arthur did, to havo 
a word with the cook,.or;to direct the get? 
ting up of his dinners. President Cleveland 
has confined himself strictly to his office'and 
his bedroom, mid'he has spent no more1 time 
in the other apartments than though the 
Wliito House was agreat hotel, and ho was 
livin? in it, 


Thn White House is, after all; much like R. 


hotel 
Tho president's family: havo only 


about imo-third of it aa their .private quar- 
ters, imd tho public trot around through the 
remaining -two-thirds nfc'-wilL 'The house 
boa cost about $3,000,000 and it is a big,.old- 
fabhiont'd structure with lots of waste room. 
Tho ceilings of the ground floor are thirty-two 
feethightandtho front vestibult)an.rl hall with! 
its glass wall and marble floor.is as cold as a 
barn and about as dreary. 
A half dozen 


mpsscnc-ors «r» always present in it, and it 
looks more like an entrance to an art gallery 
than to thn private quarters of the ruler, of a 
great republic. The East room would inako 
a very nice ball room' hut'it is of no' earthly 
good except for grand • receptions, and one 
might a« well try to make a living room of a 
two aero iield as of it 
Besides It is thrown 


open to visitors -until 2 o'clock every day.' 
Its chaird always1 stand"'liack against tho 
wall us though thoy were chained .there, and 
tlio big chandeliers which liglifc.it, -though. 
they cost $5.000 apiece, look like icicles .with 
their hundreds prismatic, crystal pendants, 
and freezy thu life out of. uny two, three, or 
half doxon people assembled •below them. 
The Bluo room, Lhw Greuii.ruom und the Red 
room aro nico enough, but they'lack the home 
touches of bits of bric-a-brac, tidies and the 
thousand nnd ono little nothings which make 
up homo comforts. . Thoy are pretty enough 
and grand enough, hut one feels as though he 
ought to aoo that h s hair wa» kept straight 
whiln he sits in them, and it i* hard- to.feel, 
comfortable ainfd such surroundings.

result is that these rooms havo never been 
home like ones, nnd tho real home of tho 
president is confined to .tho socond story. 


Tho east side of tho second story of the 


Whito House is raitde up of ofilces. Presi- 
dent Cleveland holds 'his' cabinet meetings 
whore Abo Lincoln used to sleep during war 
times, and ho Las for his private office, where 
bo receives Ins business callers, the oval 
library which Fillmoro's wife arranged and 
which formed the reception room, 1 think, 
of Abigail Adama. The .Whito House had 
not been half finished when John Adams 
came into it, and his wife did most of her 
entertaining on the second floor.

.terustod whou sho was told that here, in this

names of which 1 would not like to mention, 
here. Thostewardbasanofficodown here,and 
so has the gardener, and there aro sumo sleup- 
ing rooms for the servants, but tho most of 
these, i board-, out of the house. There is a 
dumb waiter leading from tho kitchen to the 
second floor. 
. Tho family, now take 'their .meals :in -the 
private dining room, and the .colored waiters 
wpar swallow tail coats anil whito vrats and 
black trousers "when they ;walt upon them. 
Flowers are always upon the table, and when 
Mrs. Cleveland .has any guests tho gardener 
of the Wh'ite House sees that flowers are put 
in thoir chambers every day. 


Mrs. Cleveland is fond of flowers,.aud she 


spends some time in tho conservatory daily.1 
The flowers used at the wexldin&'if they had 
bean bought outside of tho White Houso, 
would bavo cost suvoral thousand dollars, 
and $50 'worth ot flowers aro nsod at the 
White HOUMO daily. In these cousarvatories 
of the White Houso thoro ore about $100,000 
•worth of flowers, aud ebmo of tbo plants are 
to rare and valuable OB to be worth $1,000 
apioco. 
Miss .Cleveland's favorite. flo%ver 


was the rose. Mrs. Hayes adored tho mons 
geranium. Mrs. GtorBold' went wild about 
orchids, and President Arthur did not con- 
sider himself dressed until ho had a red rose 
in his buttonhole.
